DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Election/Remarks 

The examiner respectfully acknowledges the origin of the instant application and 
resultant amendment of the claims so as to better conform with accepted U.S. patent 
prosecution practice, and by said amendment it is now clear to the examiner that the 
applicants invention is directed to a product; however, the extensive claim amendments 
and submission of new claims 37-46 in response to the election requirement 
necessitates the making of a new restriction requirement, as the claim amendments and 
new claims present distinct species and sub-species that would in this examiner's 
opinion, require additional searches that would place a serious burden on the examiner 
if all the species and sub-species were to be examined at once, and finally, the. 
examiner regrets any inconvenience this may cause the applicants as we work towards 
the ultimate goal of a quality grant. 

Specifically, it is clear that the invention is only directed to a mulching product (support) 
as broadly recited in the independent claim and that the claims are directed to the 
composition of the support, the composition of the support coating and the composition 
and placement of the grid. The examiner contends that the claims reciting various 
association or positioning of the grid with respect to the support, as well as the 
numerous choices of alternate coating ingredients and numerous choices for the 
support materials would place a burden on the examiner to examiner the^many 
embodiments presented in the claims. 
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Resultantly, the examiner is respectfully vacating the previous election in consideration 
of the applicants response to that restriction and presents a revised restriction 
requirement for their consideration. 



Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 

The examiner submits that the following claims are in condition for examination 
as representing the instant invention: 

.Claims 19, 20, 21, 23 and 37 as representing the coating composition will be 
examined collectively, leaving an election of either claim-22 or 38 to round out the 
coating choices. 

Claims 24, 25, 32, 33 and 39 as representing the support composition will be 
examined collectively, leaving an election of either both claims (34 and 46) or 35 or 36, 
to round out the support composition choices. 

Claims 26-28 and 44 as representing the grid composition will be examined 
collectively. 
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Finally regarding placement of the grid with respect to the support; applicants are 
directed to choose either claims (29-31 , 40 and 45) directed to a surface of the support 
or claim-42 directed to incorporation into at least a part of the support or claim-43 
directed to incorporation into the whole of the support as outlined below. 

The species are as follows: 

Species-C (coating): either claim 22 or 38. 
And, 

Species-S (support): either claims 34 and 46 or, 

claim-35 or, 
claim-36. 

And, 

Species-GP (grid): either claims 29-31 , 40 and 45 or, 
claim-42 or, 
claim-43. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to' be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species (that is, recapture of the non-elected 
claims) which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an 
allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . 

If claims are added after the' election, applicant must indicate which are readable 
upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above as previously outlined 
above. 

The following claim(s) are generic: currently at least claim-19 is generic. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the reasons as discussed above; specifically the species 
would impart different effects to the fibrous support. 

A telephone call was not made to applicants to request an oral election due to 
the complexity of the above restriction requirement. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
